“It will only be seen at dawn or dusk, when the 
satellite will be in sunshine, but the sky behind it 
will be dark,” he said. “Tt will appear at about 30 
degrees above the horizon at the highest part of its 
orbit, and almost at the horizon at the lowest.”

Power Commission said that the 
cost of borrowed ‘money was the 
largest item in any electrical power

ada, which uses electricity must pay 
its share of that capital cost in its 
monthly electrical! bills. And the 
cost has lately risen to the highest 
t since 1935, though the present 
ederal Government promised to 
reduce it drastically. 

It. may séem a small matter to 
the ordinary man when the interest 
rate paid by a public utility rises by 
a single point—for example, from 
3 to 4 per cent. But as the officials 
say, the increase in interest costs 
can multiply 17. times in the retail 
cost of power. No consumer of elec- 
tricity, large or small, can escape it. 
(Already the Power Commission’s 
annual costs have been increased by 
$1,000,000 as a result of higher in- 
terest charges.) 

The total increase in electrical 
costs, based on the total borrowings 
now under way or projected, will be 
gigantic. * 

While British Columbia's power 
plans are in confusion at the mo- 
ment, it is clear that, one way or 
another, we are borrowing, or are 
about to borrow ‘hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars. The B.C. Electric's 
capital investment plans alone; for 
the next year, are reckoned at 
$95 millions. The Columbia power 
scheme would run to half a billion 
or more. The Peace River scheme 
would be equally or more expensive. 
The Power Commission is constantly 
borrowing money. ‘ 

In every electrical project the 
consumer and no one else must pay 
the high interest rate resulting from 
the Federal Government's huge 
demands for borrowed money. His 
power bill; whether he knows it or 
not, reflects the original cost of 
money. : *

NEW YORK~—Is the West being “beaten” 
by the Communist foreign aid offensive? 

This statement is often made, especially 
since the Russians announced their offer to 
help finance the Aswan Dam in Egypt. It's 
pointed owt that Soviet aid 
is far greater than West- 
ern aid in the United Arab 
Republic, for example, and 
in Afghanistan. World de- 
velopment specialists at 
the United Nations, how- 
ever, say that the Russian 
aid program remains puny 
beside that of the West, al- 
though the sales promo- 
tion which goes along with 
it is impressive Thdeed.

It's readily conceded that the Russian pro- 


gram has created a significant impact, but 
this is largely due to the fact that it was un- 
It's rather like Samuel-Johnson's- 
remark about a dog walking on its hind legs 
—"Not well done: but you are surprised to 
find it dorie at all.” As the world becomes 
accustomed to the rich Russian neighbors, 
the novelty will wear off and some experts 
assume that an element of jealousy will 
eventually take its place, as in the case of 
American a4. : 

No one knows exactly the size of the Rus- 
sian foreign aid prograrh but Dr. Hugh 
Keenleyside, the director-general of UN tech- 
nical assistance, has estimated it at roughly 
10 per cent of the Western total. But this 
is just the beginning of the story. Experts 
point out that almost all Communist aid is 
in the form of loans, whereas most Western 
aid is in outright grants, There is a pro- 
found difference here which is often over- 
looked.

COMPLEX WEAPONS 

The great disadvantage with 
modern weapons is their com- 
plexity.

Besides its engines it needs 
a missile for armament, a 
complex electronic system to 
fire the missile at the right 
moment, a radar system to 
“lock on” the target, and 


* ground control radar to put it 


within striking distance of a 
hostile bomber. And 37 Ar- 
row prototypes had to be or 
dered just to work out the 
“bugs” before full proinetion 
could begin. 

Likewise, the Bomarc is not 
a complete weapon. It requires 
the robot SAGE semi-automa- 
tic ground environment to 
compute an interception point 


for it and fire it automatically, 
The SAGE required in Canada 
for twoe Bomarc sites will 
cost $100,000,000. -In addition, 
new ground radars will be 
needed 

However, two Bomarc sites 
with a total of 112 launching 


platforms will still be much 
cheaper than 100 Arrows. 

In any event, the official 
talk around Ottawa after Mr. 
Diefenbaker’s Sept. 23 announ- 
cement was that the Arrow 
was doomed. 

THREAT REDUCED 

Mr. Pearkes made a speech

cattle-and lumber markets, a 
$12,000 a year business in

ping many of these things to 
Hawaii and even to China and 
Southeast Asia.” 

After Fort Victoria was built 
Fort Langley’s fortunes began 
to wane. After 1858, when 
British Columbia was pro 
claimed a Crown Colony at 
Langley, Yale retired and came 
in Victoria to live, first at 
Royal Oak and later atrPortage 
Inlet. In-1870 he was badly 
mauled by a bear and never 
recovered fully, dying the fol 
lowing year.

New worlds of communication were opened 


when 


the Pullman-sized Atlas intercontinental 


missile sent back the President’s words as it tumbled 
like a place-kicked football in its orbit around the 


globe. 

Eisenhower's recorded mes- 
sage, picked up early by the 
four and a half ton satellite for 
the first broadcast from space, 
said 

“This, is the president of the 
United States speaking 
Through the marvels of scien- 
tifie advance, my voice is com- 
ing to you from a satellite cire- 
ling in outer space, 

“My message. is a simple 
one. Through this —unique 
means I convey t6 you and to 
all mankind America’s wish 
for peace on earth and good- 
will toward men everywhere.” 

The chief executive planned 
to transmit other similar mes- 
sages to the world through the 
orbiting Atlas intercontinen- 
tal ballistic missile through the 
Christmas season. 

The new satellite, as long 


as a pullman car, was shot 
into orbit from Cape Can- 
averal, Ela., Thursday night 
by the air force. The feat was 
hailed not only as a major 
American propaganda victory 
but, even more as a giant 
stride toward. man's ultimate 
conquest of outer space. 

Dr. T. Keith Glennan head 
of the newly created civilian 
national aeronautic and space 
administration, said the ae. 
complishment was “one more 
step—a very large one—by the 
United States along the way 
to achieving real capability in- 
space technology.”

This statement. is often made, especially 
since the Russians announced their offer to 
help finance the Aswan Dam _in Egypt.

ern aid in the United Arab 
Republic, for example, and 
in Afghanistan. World de- 
velopment specialists at 
the United Nations, how- 
ever, say that the Russian 
aid program remains puny 
beside that of the West, al-

It's readily conceded that the Russian _pro- 


gram ‘has created a significant impact, but 
this is largely due to the fact thet it was wn 
expected. It's rather like Samuel Johnson's 
remoark about a dog walking on its hind legs

firid it done at all.” As the world becomes 
accustomed to the rich Russian neighbors, 
the novelty will wear off and some experts 
assume that an element of jealousy will 
eventually take its place, as in the case of 
American aid.

The noted British economist, Dr, Peter 
Wiles, has written an analysis in which he 


when socialist and capitalist countries are 
being compared—it is essential to include 
both,” he said. “If ‘foreign aid’ can mean 
such extremely different things as a United 
States outright gift and a Soviet loan at 1 
per cent, it must certainly include the Soviet 
loan’s first cousin, a Swiss loan at 6 per cent 
He also points out that the International

This is an oversimplified summary of 
Dr. Wiles complex analysis but it gives-an 
indication of the scope of the programs. The 
analysis, believed the first of its kind, is 
mainly based on 1955 figures and the author 
points out that. this covers only the first 12 
months of serious Communist foreign aid 
when he assumes that the Communist for 
eign aid “pipeline” was not yet full 
other hand, the Western nations, are making 
a major new effort in foreign aid and this 
will tend to counter-balance the growing 
Soviet program.

- WASHINGTON (UPI) — America’s 
mightiest satellite today relayed from 
space a dramatic Christmas message by 
President Eisenhower calling for peace on 
earth and good will to men. 


New worlds of communication were opened 
when the Pullman-sized Atlas intercontinental 
missile sent back the President's words as it tumbled 
like a place- kic ked football-in_its orbit around the 
globe. 

Eisenhower's recorded mes- 
sage, picked up early by the 
four and a half ton satellite for 
the first broadcast from space.

It probably costs something 
une $2,000,000. 

In spite of its enormous size, 
it is said to be so delicaté that 
you ¢an drive a hammer into 
it with ‘a good solid blow. Its 
thin walls act not only as fuse- 
lage, but also as fuel tanks. 

Loaded for its space duties, 
it weighed about 122 tons. 

The history of Atlas goes — 
back to 1946 when Convair di- 
vision .of General Dynamics 
Corporation was awarded the 
first research and develop- 
ment ¢ontract
